The  Bey  was  much 
pleated  with  thefe  prefents,  and  obferv- 
ed  to  our  conful  that  they  were  worthy  of 
1  prince.  The  hntei  prize  arrived  here 
laft  evening  from  Tripoli.  They  tell 
us  there  are  four  SwediHi  frigates  «nd 
one  American  (the  Bolton)  cruizin<*^T 
rnpoli  and  blockading  the  port  fo  tfl^ 
nothing  can  either  go  in  or  out.  The 
Tiipblitans  are  in  a  ftate  of  ftarvation, 
and  will  probably  be  willing  to  come  to 
anv  terms,  in  the  courie  of  a  few  weeks. 

Yefterdiv  we  had  the  gratification  of  | 
walking  over  the  ruins  of  the  celebrated 
city  of  Carthage,  Mr.  Eaton,  American 
conful,  and  Captain  Murry,  being  of  the 
part*-.  We  were  Ihewn  the  plain  on 
which  Regale's  the  firft  Roman  that  en- 
tered Africa  in  a  hoftile  manner,  fought 
his  celebrated  battle,  and  alio  the  plain 
where  Sciplo  and  Hannibal  fought  a 
pitched  baftle.  We  faw  the  renins 
of  ■  .  iny  of  the  ancient  temples  andYity 
walls.  'But  what  remains  more  perfect 
tharv  any  thing  tile  is  the  aqueduct  by 
whieli  water  was  brought  into  *.he  city 
from  .  a  mountain,  by  a  route  of  feventy 
miies.  We  all  dined  togeter  in  one  of 
the  refervoits,  after  fatiguing  ourfelvcs 
by  wakling  ever  the  ruins.  I  expect 
we  ihall  fail  to-morrow  for  Tripoli."

Upon 
hui!';.;g  her,  captain  Stc-rret  ordered  lieu- 
tenant lie^.th  toboird  her,  examine  her 
papers,  and  fearch  her.  Lieutenant 
Heath  hoarded  her  and  ordered  three  of 
his  men  to  adift  in  looking  for  papers, 
out  with  politive  orders  not  to  take  away 
any  thing.  While  i'earching,  one  of  the 
men  found  a  watch,  and  another  a 
purfe  of  mono) ,  which  they  contrived 
to  conceal.  Upt.n  returning  the  Tnnifi- 
an  hailed  lieutenant  Heath,  and  told  him 
he  had  beet:  robbed.  As  foon  as  the  boat 
got  onboard  the  Enterprise  all  the  boat's 
crew  were  examined  but  nothing  could 
be  found  upon  them  j  they  therefore  con- 
cluded that  the  Fuuiiian  had  told  a  falfe - 
hood.  On  the  2Cth'  -.he  ft  me  month  the 
Enterprize  arrived  at  Tunis.  Upon 
going  on  fliorc,  they  heard  that  a  Tunili- 
an  veffel  had  complained  to  the  Bey  of 
Tunis  of  having  been  robbed  fome  day  s 
by  an  American  fehooner.  The  officers 
of  the  Enterprize  immediately  fearched 
the  whole  vend  and  crew,  for  the  articles 
mentioned  and  after  a  ftricT  e  :amir,ation 
three  of  the  men  confeffed  the  fact. — 
They  were  inftantly  put  intoironsand  are 
now  on  board  the  lY.'fton,  to  be  tried. — 
Thus  you  fee  that  both  captain  Sterret 
and  lieutenant  Heath,  fo  far  from  being 
in  the  leaft  culpable  made  every  exertion 
to  detect  and  bring  thefe  villains  t<0  the 
puniihmewt  they  fo  richly  deferved."

Sheph-  rdefs  from  Cape  Francois,  of  fo  late  a 
date  as  the  37th  Aiipall,  which  mention  that 
all  is  perfectly  tranquil  there  ;  that  the  mar- 
kets are  dull ;  and.  that  a  grea»  mortality  pre- 
vails amon^ft  the  troops,  of  whom  from  50  to 
100  die  daily. 

The  Courier  de  l.o.idres,  under  the  head  6f 
«  Confhntinople,  March  25"  has  the  follow- 
ing article  :  "  a  young  Greek  defperate'y  en- 
amoured of  a  Turkilh  female,  fome  time  iince 
embraced  Mahomed'anifin  for  the  purpofe  of 
m-an  ying  her,  but  Ihortly  after  feeling  indig- 
nant for  having  purelnfed  fcnfual  pleafureby 
the  comrniflioji  of  a  Crime,  he  refolved  to 
atone  for  his  offence  in  a  public  manner:  in 
the  pr  -fence,  therefore,  of  his  wife,  whom  he 
Compelled  to  accompany  him  to  a  Church  of 
the  Greek  communion,  he  abjured  his  error  in 
a  manner  fo  public,  that  he  was  taken  into' 
cuflody,  and,  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  carried 
before  the.  tribunal  of  the  Garmacan  ;  there 
too  did  he  once  more  pronounce  his  recantati- 
ons, and,  in  confequence,  received  inftant  fen- 
tence  of  death.  He  was  executed  on  the 
1  Oth,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The 
joy  with  Which  this  Greek  proceeded  to  the 
pl  ace  of  execution,  brought  to  our  recollection 
the  perfevering  and  pious  intrepidity  of  which 
we  read  inftances  of  Ml  the  volume  of  Martyrs. 
His  body  belonged  by  profcription  to  the  ex- 
ecutioner :  but  government  was  under  the 
the  necelfity  of  interfering,  and  caufed  it  to 
be  delivered  for  the  -.'aluabrd  confidctation  of 


three  purfes  ;  bclides  that  fun:,  the  execution- 
er had  received  500  dollars  from  the  Patri- 
arch, for  having  dipped  a  handkerchief  in  the 
\  ietini's  blood."

"  An  event  took  plat:  this  morning,  winch 
has  fpread  through  our  itieet?,  the  dcepeft 
Ihades  of  melancholy — every  1  ttftni  who  rev- 
ered worth  aim  « iuenu  d  Mertf|  arc  lamenting 
the  death  of  Wilbum  Hunter efq.  v. ho  this 
morning  fell  in  a  duel,  withd!.  B.  Mitchel  ! 
1  can  ealily  picture  to  myfJf  the  agony  of 
your  feelings  at  this  news,  by  the  grief  with 
which  my  own  breatt  is  agitated  ;  and  1  know 
you  wilL»in  common  with  the  other  friends 
of  the  deceafed,  lament,  in  tears  of  forrow, 
the  fall  ot  fo  valuable  a  citizen.  The  difpute 
had  its  origin  in  July  laft,  In  the  county  court, 
to  the  Jury  of  wHich  Mr.  Hunter  was  fore- 
man, 111  a  caufe  in  which  Mitchel  was  counfel. 
During  the  trial,  it  appearing  to  Mr.  Hunter, 
that  the  examination  of  the  evidence  was  not 
conducted  Ly  the  counfel,  with  that  impart!, 
ality  Which  juftice  required;  lie  add:cf,'ed  a 
few  word's  to  the  court,  v.hen  Mr.  Muckei 
got  up,  and  obfcrv<;d,  thar  Mr.  Huntt#  Was 
very  officious  on  the  occalion.  Mr.  H.  repli- 
ed, that  pfficioufnefs  of  jurymen  was  not  to 
be  compared  with  the  impertinence  cf  certain 
attorney's.— There  the  nlttcr  refted  until  lalt 
Monday,  when  Mitchell  attacked  Mr.  Hun- 
ter in  the  ttreet,  with  a  large  bludgeon  ;  Mr.

Dr.  Kollock  was 
Mr.  Hunter's  fecond.  Major  B.  Maxwell 
w  as  fecond  to  Mitchell.  Mr.  H.  fired  firft, 
and  hit  Mitchell  on  the  hip.  Mitchell  miffed 
Mr.  H.  Mr.  H's  fecond  ball  hit  Mitchell  on 
the  groin,  alio,  without  penetrating  the  (kin 
— but  Mr.  H.  received  Mitchell's  fecond  ball 
in  his  right  breaft.'  Mr:  Hunter  immediately 
turned  and  exclaimed,  "  I  am  a  dead  man  ;" 
— and,  as  Doctors  Glenn  and  Kollock  panght 
him  in  their  arms,  he  atked  for  a  glafs  of 
w  ine,  and  expired."

We  learn  by  a  gentleman  from  Maryville, 
that  about  the  beginning  of  theprefent  month 
two  Indians  went  to  the  houle  of  Mr.jjBarc- 
foot  Runner, of  Sev.er  courffy,  they  were  bro- 
thers— one  being  iutO:  i  .ated,  went  to  fleep, 
the  other  in  good  humor  got  to  wreflling  with 
Mr.  Runner,  and  after  being  repeatedly 
thrown,  Waked  up  his  brother  &  wifhed  hiin  to 
wretlle,  who  with  fome  reluctance  coniplied. 
Mr,  Runner  accidently  threw  him  on  a  chair 
— he  died  next  day.  Mr.  Runner  was  ap- 
prehended and  after  examination  difcharged. 
A  few  days  after,  the  furviving  brother  with 
four  other  Indians,  waylaid  the  pais  from  Mr. 
Runner's  to  his  field,  intending  to  kill  hire. 
His  fon,  a  young  man,  happening  to  be  a  few 
pacci  before  him,  the  Indians  were  apprehen- 
five  he  would  difcover  them  and  probably 
make  his  efcape  as  well  as  his  father,  they 
therefore  f.red,  and  killed  him  on  the  fpot, 
they  tomahawked'  him,  and  made  off.  On 
examining  the  body  it  was  foundthat  five  balls 
had  entered  it.  Our  informant  add»  that  the 
whole  five  Indians  are  known,  and  we  doubt 
not  meaferes  Will  be  taken  to  bring  them  to 
juftice.
